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NEW YORK RACING TO OPEN 



JAMAICA MEETING INAUGURATES METROPOL- 
ITAN CAMPAIGN TODAY WITH FINE CARD. 



Every Promise of Remarkable Racing Held Out 
but Many of the Horses are Backward 
in Condition. 



New York. May 17. — That racing will come into 
itK own again in tliis state is nn<|uestioncd and 
this will Im' shown as s<k)ii us the gates .are o|>ened 
tomorrow at .laniaicu for the season of 1916. Never 
before even in tlie heyday of the si)ort did folk 
seem so anxious for racing to Ix'gin. Tliis was 
demoustrattal forcildy at the two Hunt meetings 
re<-ently held at Hewlett I’ay Park and Relmont 
Park Terminal. I’lsm these (K-casions at least 
five times as many eager patrons of the sjairt were 
present as formerly. It was not an assemblage of 
regulars, eitlier. The crowd was practicall.v one 
of new fais's and made up of highly desirable 
elements representing wealth and iiiflueme. The 
importation of many English and French horses has 
hud much to do with tlie pronpuiiccd interest that 
is Iieing displayed. Then, again there are many 
new and wealthy owners attaching themselves to 
the siHirt. All these things tiolnt to success and a 
gr*‘ater general seutiiiient in favor of tlie si*ort. 

That there is a Isdter class of horst's to take 
part in tlie races is assured by what has already 
lieen shown and what will be disjilayed later. 
The racing will Ih* of international interest. This 
is due to the mwting of horses of foreign bn'ed- 
ing and those from onr own breeding establish- 
ments. The fields will be much larger this year 
than last, there lieiiig at a conservative estimate 
1,(KH) thoroughbreds booked for stalls on the Long 
Island trucks, with more to be heard from. 

It is to be deplored that many of the horses 

which wintered hereabouts will lie a trifle high 
in flesh and hardly ready for gruelling contests for 
the first few days. 8ome trainers declare they 
are at least a month late with their charges. 

These facts will give horses that have been 

through an early racing campaign in Maryland a 
better chance to win. It is predicted, however, 
by the more conservative owners and trainers that 
us soon as Itelmont Park opens at least four- fifths 
of the racing material will be in fairly good 
condition. 

Some of the latest arrivals at Belmont Park 

are the Kentucky SUible and the horses of Captain 
E. U. Cassatt, which are trained by J. Simon 
Ilenly. The majority of the former were pur- 

chased abroad last year and wintered at Charles- 
ton. when? they were broken and received their 

early training. They were shipi>ed to Lexington, 
Ky., earlj' this spring, where they rei-elved the 
finishing touches Is-fon- being brought east. Among 
the youngsters are four fillies, on of wliich is by 
Peep o’Day, a home-bred. The others are a bay 
filly by I.«einlM‘rg, a bay filly by Joe Chamberlain 
(sire of the three-year-old Neville II. now in the 
stable of W. It. Coe), and a bay filly by Radium. 

Of the colts there is one American -bred by Ben 

Brush. The others are all by English and French 
sires. 

There arc fifteen in the Cassatt string from the 
owner’s farm at Chesterbrook, Pa. The older di- 
vision consists of the giKxl mare Flying Fairy, for 
which ho|H‘s are held out that she will again dis- 
play the form which made her one of the liest 
stoke man's <if the last few years. 'Then there 
are 'rrlal by Jury, Sun Go«l, Garbage and Spear- 
head. The two-year-olds, live in number, are all 
by Aeronaut. 

August Belmont, chairuian of the Jo<-key Club, 
has thirty horst's stabled at Belmont Park under 
the charge of Sam Hildreth. Many of the more 
prominent have lieeii entered for the stakes which 
will feature the oiiening meeting at Jamaica. 
They include Stromlsdl. Fernrock, Deer 'Trap, 
Hourless. Lord Rock Vale and a number of other 
fast ones. 

Roamer, Andn*w Miller’s champion, is quartered 
at Jamaica. The same owner also has a promising 
baud of two-year-olds whicii are in charge of 
trainer A. J. tJoldslKU-ough. James Butler’s string, 
in charge of John McCormack, includes a numb<'r of 
new two-year-olds, as well as many In the older 
divisions. One of the largest stables at Belmont 
Park is that In charge of George M. Odom, who has 
twenty-five head, many of which are two-year- 
olds. He will send a number to the i>ost at Ja- 
maica. Seven of the youngsters are entered for 
stakes, including Whitney Belle, Sargon II.. Water 
Hume, Tomlinson, Ed Garrison and Tom McTaggart. 
Sprint, a good two-.vear-old of last year, has 
gniwn into a fine looking horse and is so prom- 
ising that he will figiin- in stake racing. Eddie 
’raplin will <lo the riding for the stable and has 
re|Kirted for dut}'". 

Among som*' of the otheV stables there are 
those of Richard T. Wilson, John E. Madden, 
’J'liomiis llitchi-o<-k, John .'t.-inford. tJeorge P. Burke, 
t*ne<-k Stable. W. R. Coe. Grcentree Stable. <;if- 
ford A. Cochran.

The demand for stable room is almost as great 
at Gravesend, wheta' many horses have wintered. 
Among till- trainers tliere is John Wlialen, ’who 
will send his <dd caiiipaigner Baskin to the races 
iigain this year. .Xmoiig others an- (Juincy Stable, 
tirosvei'or Farm Stable. Daniel Douglass, W. S 
Kilmer, J. Mclxuiald, 11. II. Hewitt, II. L. Pratt 
and James Fitzsimmons. 

’I'lie Jamaica nieeting, which will inaugurate 
the season, will come in two divisions, 'riie sec- 
ond will laegin on June l.'i, inune<liately following 
the rating at Beln.ont Park. 



SEAGRAM HORSES WORK WELL AT TORONTO. 

Toronto. Out.. May 17. — 'I'he most important work 
at Woodbine toda.v was that of the Seagram horses, 
to witness whii-h Mr. Ed. Seagram came down from 
WaterUs). The perforniama' of Mandarin in the 
ts'iiter of a muddy track and with much overweight 
settled the King’s Plate of 1916 as far as the on- 
lookers were concerned. He put in a mile in 1;4SU 
and a mile and a quarters in -:17>.-, in easy fashion. 
No other horse all morning showed a mile as gisKl 
as l:r»0. 'I'he otlier odts in the Seagram stable. 
Gala Day and Gala Water, made their mile in 
l;."il^ and a mile and a quarter in Thi' 

former is an unwilling work horse and Gahi Water 
d<M'b not run well in the mud. He will not be 
Htart<*d in the King’s I’late unless the tr.-u-k is 
dry or gissl. 'I'he stable will Ih> repia's*-nted by the 
three colts and has some anticipation of landing 
all thr*-e moneys and thus creating a record for 
the race.

'I'liey will Im' made 
of willow in place of <-edar, whi<h has Is'cn used 
by the other ass<H-iations for years. The .iuni|>s 

will also IM- portable .so that they 4'un lie moved, 
wliich will enable the cliili to hold flat races on 
the turf in future ni<s-tings. 'I'liis will la* the 
second turf course on the I'anatlian tracks, the 
other lieing at Hamilton. The track is now in 
splendid condition as shown by the work of the 
bones ulreudy stabled at the course. 



SOME CLARK HANDICAP ANTICIPATIONS. 



Indications Point to a Big Field in the Stake Race 
of Next Saturday. 



I. s)uisville, Ky.. May 17. — The Derby Consolation 
of tomorrow will lie a sort of trial race for the 
thri'e-year-olds that art' ellgibles to the Clark 
Handicap, which is. down for decision next Satur- 
day afternoon. When the Clark Handicap was a 
race exclusivly for three-year-olds it served as a 
renewal of the Kentucky Derby, but from 1902, 
down to the present time, the ra<'e has been for 
thri'e-year-olds and over. The following, if the 
track is fast, are regarded as nearly certain starters 
in the race of Saturday:

While this seems an enormous field it is not 
now thought that many of these will drop out, and 
it seems almost a certainty that the largest fiebl 
of horses that have ever started in this event will 
face the barrier in the race next Saturday. The 
event has, since it iM'come a handicap for three- 
year-olds and over, been won four times by a 
three-year-old. The first three-year-old to win it 
was IlyiH'rion II. in 1906. in 1909 Miami captured 
the stakes, while in 1911 Star Charter won the 
race. The last thn'e -year -old to win the race was 
in 1914, when it fell to the good colt Belloc. Star 
Charter carried the must weight of any tliree-year- 
old that succeeded in winning the race, his impost 
Ix'ing 105 pounds. The ('lark Handicap has $2,000 
in added money and, since it has been a race for 
three-year-olds and over, it has always been at a 
mile and a sixteenth. The record in the event was 
made by Hodge, then a four-year-old, with 108 
IKUinds up, he running the distance in 1:44%. The 
tr:ick record at the l)owns, for this distance, is a 
fifth of a second faster. Jointly held by Mary 
Davis and Starbottle. Tliey, however, scored their 
marks in the autumn of the year and so Hodge’s 
record Is the fastest mile' and a sixteenth ever 
run there in the spring of the year. With fast 
track conditions next Saturday, there is a chance 
for the winner to add another American record 
to the Downs course. At least good Judges think 
some of the horses sure to race in the race are 
capable of scoring such a mark, if the track is 
as fast as it was on Derby Day. 

Now that there se«'ms a certainty that Borrow, 
Roamer and Waterblossom are three sure starters 
in the Kentucky Handicap at Douglas Park on 
Saturday, June 3, the claim that has all along been 
made by Manager John Ilachmeister, that the event 
this year will even throw in the shade the bril- 
liant renewals in previous years of this great race, 
appears to lie now a lorrect conclusion. 

There are many that have a strong fancy In the 
event for Royal II., the winner of the laitonia 
Di'rby last year, and others, after Star Hawk’s 
brilliant race in the recent Kentucky Derby, hold 
to the opinion that the Eenglisli-bred three-year- 
old will rejieat in the event this year the triumph 
of Luke McLuke in the stake in 1914, if not too 
harshl.v weighted. 

Other good horses that are now being pointed 
for this event include Prince Hermis, Hodge, Ce- 
lesta. Ed Crump, Bulse, Water Witch, Brj^limah, 
Colonel Vennie, Bayln'rry Candle, Hank G’Day, 
Money Maker and Cosmic. 

The Kentucky Handicap is the only race for 
three-year-olds and over ever run south or west of 
the big New York tracks that has annually been 
worth more than $11,000 net to the winner. 



CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF. 

.To<'ke.v J. Butwell has reiwrted'to the stable of 
Andrew Miller on Long Island. 

Jim Milton, well-known starter, has arrived in 
Montreal to remain for some time. 

The winter books ois'rated on the Kentucky Dsrby 
are said to have been hard hit by the victory of 
George Smith. 

Jockey C. Borel is planning to ride in South 
America. Borel cannot do light weight, but will 
look for mounts in stake events and handicaps. He 
intends to go to the Argentine Republic. 

Sea King, the sire of King Neptune, Judge Wing- 
field and other gisid racers, has laten shipis'd fnim 
Kentucky to the Oak Ridge Farm of Thomas Fortune 
Ryan, his owner, in Virginia, together with five 
mares. 

Tlie laiuisville Courier-Journal’s estimate of the 
IbTby da.v crowd at Churchill Downs was 50,000. 
'This conclusion was based on the fact that the 
str»'»‘t <-ars carried 18,0(K> persons to the course and 
that the police estimated there were 6,(KM) automo- 
biles parked at the course and in its vicinity. 

Former Jockey Phil Goldstein, who was for a long 
time with tlK' Cl.vde and Presgrave stables, has 
found the battle to keep down to riding weight 
making t<s> much call on his health and stningth. 
He has n'tired from the turf and is located near 
•Severn Bridge. Out., where he has bought North- 
wood Farm from Sir Henry Pellatt. 

(.'anadian breeders are taking advantage of the 
service of the king’s iiorse. Anmer, by Florizel II. 
which is at Ennisclare Farms, Oakville, in charge 
of Hugh Wilson, for the Canadian 'riioroughbred 
Horse Society. Among the mares sent to him are 
Carillon. Taunt. Smart, Copper Sign, Mary Zena, 
French Short', Jai Alai and Amlierite. 

'I'lie general conclusion at Louisville regarding the 
Whitney representatives in the Kentucky Derby. 
Dominant and 'riiunderer, is that they were not 
ready for such a race, 'rrainer Rowe was handi- 
capped by unfavorable weather at his New Jersey 
training I-ourse, and the colts were not conditioned 
for a gruelling struggle. Another fortnight of 
pis'paralion doubtless would put Dominant and 
Tliunderer in sliape to Is-at many of the horses that 
finished in front of them in the Dt?rby.

Where there is no such practic*' 
and notice, added startors count for nothing, ex- 
cept as factors in tiie lietting, it lieing necessary 
to deduct their price and reduce the other odds 
accordingly. 



PIMLICO’S GOOD MEETING IS CLOSED. 



CloEO Finish of Four Noses Apart Marks the FeS' 
ture Race — Rhomb Takes the Steeplechase. 



Baltimore, Md., May 17. — The feature of the 
getaway day canl at the Pimlico course, a dash 
for two-year-olds, developed the closest finish of 
the meeting. The first four flashed by the Judges’ 
noses apart, with Meddling Miss, Savilla and 
Owaga placed in the order named. The race was 
full of thrills and, had it not been for the fact 
that Jockey Mc-\tee was weak, Owaga might have 
won. The winner paid a handsome return as did 
the secend horse, lioth Ix'ing neglected in favor of 
Dr. Nelson, which finished fourth. From the 
head of the' stretch to the end the youngsters wen- 
driving hard and the winner remaineil undecided 
until the official placing was displayed. 

The I'onsolntioii steeplechase at two miles gave 
the tinilier topja-rs final opiHirtunity and Rhomb, 
from the Garth stable, was the one to be retunied 
tlie winner over Cynosure and (,’u Bon. Rhomb 
fenced jioorly, but showed plenty of speed on the 
flat. 

Selling race activities lirtike out afresh this af- 
ternoon and resulted in several changes. Following 
Duke of Dunbar’s victory in the third race he was 
sold to Ral Parr for $800, which was an advance 
of $300 over his enter»'d price. Broomsedge, which 
scored in a mild drive with Harry Lauder, was sold 
to Ix'wis W. Garth for $1.0(K). an advanc-e of .$500. 

'I'Ik' c:ird offercKl for the <-losing day brought out 
small, but well matched, fields. The racing was 
spirited throughout and several close and exciting 
tinislies n'snlted. Heavy rain which fell again last 
night made the going slow, but there were few 
withdrawals. The crowd which journeyed to the 
course for the closing day was in keeping with 
those of other days. 

Jockey McAtee was taken suddenly ill before the 
running of the fourth race and, after fulfilling his 
engagement in that race, cancelled his remaining 
mounts. 

Frank Garret, after an illness of a few weeks, 
died at the Mercy Hospital last night. His bo<ly 
will lie interred in one of the local cemeteries. 
Garret, when taken sick was acting as agent for 
Jockey A. Schuttinger. 

Frank J. Bryan, A. B. Dade, Joseph McLennan, 
Melvin .\llen and Harry Nelson were among those 
that left here for Toronto tonight. Mr. Dade’s 
assistants. Lynch and Snydt'r, also left. 

Greetings was claimed out of the seventh race 
yesterday by J. W. Hedrick. 

The big string of Jumiiers that I^owis Garth is 
training for E. R. McLean will remain at Pimlico 
until shortly before the opening of tlie Saratoga 
meeting. It was supposed that they would be 
turned out at the Mcl^an farm in 'Virginia until 
the fall. The horses that Lewis G.arth owns will 
be sent to Toronto in charge of his father. 

R. W. 'Walden announced that he would ship 
his stable to the Douglas Park track on Wednesday 
next. 

J. W. Dayton will send his two horses, Slum- 
berer and Bloodwln, to Montreal some day next 
week. Promoter has lieen sent back to the Dayton 
farm, where he will be fired and rested until next 
fall. 

Jockeys R. Troxler and A. Schuttinger will ride 
ns free lanct's on the New York tracks this year. 

Yellow Sally is back in the J. K. L. Ross stable. 
After she won this aftermion ('aptain Presgrave 
bid her up and secured her for $1,500. The filly 
was entered for $1,200. 



REDUCING RACING TIME IN AUSTRALIA. 



The reduction of racing, decided upon by the Vic- 
torian cabinet last week, was more drastic than 
generally anticipated, and deals severely wltli the 
Mellxiurne proprietar.v clubs. I’rior to the late gov- 
ernment’s initial curtailment, the MellHiurne pro- 
prietary courses had 110 days a year, the number 
then lieing reduced so as to work out at the rate 
of eighty -seven days a year up to Septembi'r 1 next. 
Now there has b(«*-n a further reduction to fift.v for 
the year commencing Octolier 1, and as that total 
takes in ten days’ trotting, as well ns the “iMiny” 
meetings, small owners who look t«i the proprietary 
“horse” courses for a living will have considerable 
difficulty in making ends meet. 

It has not yet been decided wliat action will be 
taken in regard to meetings in Caulfield, Fleming- 
ton and Williamstown, but possibly they ma.v es- 
caiie interference owing to the fact that during the 
continuance of the war all profits made at those 
c<iurses an- to go to lutriotic funds. Whether there 
is necessity for such marked reduction in Victoria 
is a matter of opinion, for while it must interfere 
with the liveliliiMai of a great many is-ople — not 
necessarily directly assiM-iated with ra<-ing, either — 
it is no certainty it will give a corresponding re- 
turn in recruiting, which is jiresumably the object 
mainly aimed at. One result <if fewer fixtures will 
Is- an increase of the coni|ietitors at registered and 
unregistered iiu-ctings in Sydney, and in the case of 
the latter, at any rate, that will give no cause for 
n-joicing, as the various mamigements already have 
quite as mau.v runners as they can- alsiut. The 
n-cord for one day at a Sydney “pony” meeting is 
at present sevente<'n raci-s, but, with additions fnim 
Melbourne, it might reach twenty, and that is not 
exactly desirable. 

'I'he Victorian c<iuntry «-lubs are not to escape the 
pruning -knife, the n-ductions appl.ving to pla<-es 
when- more than one meeting a year is held. In 161 
districts only one da.v’s racing a year is authorized. 
In making his statement as to the rf-ductlons. Sir 
Alexand<-r Peacock said the cabinet regarded pro- 
prietar.v nK-i'tings as being neither in the interests 
of siMirt nor the public, and the question of entirel.y 
alHilisliing them is now under consideration. Well, 
if their atsilithin is decided u|Min, I should say the 
totalizator would then lie a probability in Victoria. 
In that state, as in New South Wales, projirietar.v 
racing inteiests have assisted to retard legislation 
favorable to the machine. 

It is not t<Hi much to say that in New South Wales 
we coulfl also do with less racing, and not because 
of the war, either, 'fhe present Gaming and Betting 
Act reduced the numlier of meetings within the forty 
mile radius of Sydney, but there has been a mush- 
rcMim-like growth of race courses elsewhere, and we 
now have more racing in New South Wales than at 
any previous time. — Pilot in Sydney Referee. 



REGISTRAR ROWE’S VIEW OF THE DERBY. 



New York. Ma.v 17. — Mr. W. II. Rowe, n-gistrar 
of the Jocke.v club who witnessed tlie recent vic- 
t«iry of George Smith in the Kentucky Ib-rby, in 
commenting on the race, sajs the repiirt published 
and opinions expres.sed privately, hardly agree 
with one vital jMiint in the running of the race. 
Mr. Rowe thinks that George Smith might have 
won b.v a greater margin had Loftus not eased 
his moiirt ii|i tow.rrd the close of the rice. “Mind 
you.” said Mr. Ibiwe. “I do not infer that George 
Smith was de«-i?ledl.v the liest horse in fact. 1 
think that Star Hawk with better racing luck and 
more intelligent riding would bave Is-aten Sniilh. 
but ill iny o|iiiiion Isiftus was bigtil.v confident of 
winning, too much so. |ierhaps considering the 
honor and prize at stake. Of course opinions dif- 
fer in such things and sentiment aften carries 
one way, but I truly believe that had l.siftus had 
to hustle George Smith along to get the verdict he 
could l:uve gotten more out of the horse.” 



HARRY KELLY IS CHAMPION 



WINS THE BASHFORD MANOR STAKES IN A 
CANTER AFTER OVERCOMING TROUBLES. 



Favorites Almost Sweep the Churchill Downs 
Card — Macomher Horses Sent East, hut 
Jockey Lilley Is Released — Truck Gossip. 



I.siuisviIIe, May 17. — Harry Kelly, John W. 
.Schorr’s grand T'itimus — Woodlane colt, today em- 
phasized his claim to the championship among the 
.voungsters in this section, by a decisive triumph 
in the valuable Bashford Manor stakes over Sedan 
and Berlin a pair of high class colts. Harry Kelly 
displa.ved all the rt-<iuisites that go to make up 
a thoroughbred racer of the highest tyiie. He ap- 
peared to have suffered some by crowding at the 
start us a lesult of Berlin boring over against him. 
This enabled Sedan, b<-ginnlng qiiickl.v from an 
inner iKisition, to nit-e into a good lead with the 
Schorr n-presentatlve in pursuit a length away. 
Sedan kept Harry Kell.v at full speed to the quarter 
which was run in 22% seconds. On the stretch 
turn Sedan swung wide and as Harry Kelly was in 
his wake on the outside it forced the Schorr t-olt 
to also go unnecessarily wide and thereby lose a 
good bit of ground. Opposite the paddock enclos- 
ure Guy Garner Is'gan work in earnest on Harry 
Kelly and the youngster responded in exceptionally 
game fashion. It appeared as if in a couple of 
strides he had overcome Sedan’s lead and fnim then 
on to the finish he Increased his margin with every 
stride to ultimately win by five lengths. 

Sedan under a hard drive, outstayed his stable 
companion, Berlin, a scant length for second money. 
Berlin ran fairly well, but was clearly out- 
matched by the other two. The stakes had a net 
value of $2,190. The time. :53-%, was exception- 
ally fast considering that the track could only be 
clas.^ified ns good. 

The Bashford Manor Stakes has been run contin- 
uously for fifteen years and its condensed history 
since its Inauguration in 1902 up to and including 
today’s running is as follows:

RACING BILL IN LOUISIANA LEGISLATURE. 



Baton Rouge. La., Ma.v 17. — 'raking racing com- 
pletely out of the hands of the Business Men’s Rac- 
ing Association and placing it in the hands of 
a racing <-omniission, the profits to be distributed 
to the various charitable institutions of the state, 
is the project which Representative Schaff of New 
Orleans pro|Hises to attempt to earr.v by a bill, 
of which he has given notice in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. Mr. SchalT’s measure provides that 
all racing in the state shall lie under the siqier- 
vision of a committee of tliri'e, isinstitutiiig the 
riK-ing com mission. All employes of the race track, 
or trucks, must be residents of the state, with the 
exception of the Judges and one or two other offi- 
cials, the bill provides.

BREEDING IN WESTERN NEW YORK. 

“No section of the Empire State is doing as much 
for the preservation of the versatile tyiie of liorse as 
that eiiihrui-ed liy the counties of I.iviiigstoii and 
Erie, where the Jo<‘key Cliih lias placed a number of 
tlioruughlireil sires for service at a nuHlerate fe»-.’’ 

'I'his statement was made by Chris J. Fitzgerald, 
noted racing official, in imssing through Buffalo on 
an ins|»ection of the breeding bureau brandies for 
tlie Jockey Club. 

“In the region of Mount Morris, Avon and Gene- 
sco,’’ said Mr. Fitzgerald, “the half-bred hunter has 
bt-en produced for more than half a century, and the 
region has long been known as the home of brilliant 
jumpers and intrepid liorsemen. The tliousands of 
well- fenced acres under the ownership and control of 
the Wadsworth family were always oiten to the pub- 
lic, and there was always an accepted fact through- 
out the United States that the man and horse cap- 
able of negotiating the valley country were safe 
in any field, at liome or abroad. 

“The farmers of the valley have contributed in no 
small degree to tliis c-ondition in the past, as many 
of them kept a mare of proper type to produce a 
linnter, and under the stimulus of Mrs. Herbert 
Wadsworth of the Asliantee Stud, who has organ- 
ized the Geiieseo Valley Horse Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, the field of endeavor is to be enlarged, through 
the introiliiction of additional dams, furnished by 
the Jockey Club, whicli has seourecl them by pur- 
cliase in various parts of the Union or throiigli dona- 
tion by public-spirited citizens, who believe they are 
Iierfor'mlng a patriotic duty in keeping alive the 
t.vpe of animal which nndoubtedly is the most versa- 
tile in existence. There have long l>een many citl- 
zi'iis of the valley who believed that the half-bred 
type was best for their general needs. The plan 
inaugurated by tlie breeders’ association, which 
gives them use of a desirable mare, in the cultiva- 
tion of their land, or in any other pursuit that does 
not destroy the mare’s qualifications as a mother, 
and yet also gives tliem tlie resultsint foal from a 
mating with a Bureau stallion, appeals to the farmer 
and horse breeder as u -sound economic proposition. 
There was, therefore, a demand. 

“This spring the score of good mares of varying 
types, from the thoroughbred to the Percheron, 
whicli were sent to Mrs. Wadsworth, the originator 
of the plan, Iiave lieen given homes in the region 
round about .Avon and Mount Morris. Many of tliem 
Iiave already bt>en mated with Wonder Boy, Merry 
3'ask .and Otis, the splendid sires at the Asliantee 
Stud, wliile others will go to Sliotgun at Geneseo, or 
.Vrabo at the farm of A. P. Gardner, in the region 
of Mount Morris, this son of Noraa<l having been 
transferr^ from Springvi'lle to the valley within the 
last few dhys. Already a score of mares have been 
bred at AVfcantee, despite the lateness of the season, 
and in Erie County Captain G. P. Stryker of Twin 
Creeks Farm, near Derby, is doing yeoman service 
in tlie cause of horse breeding. 

“At his well-appointed stud, where he has a 
selected baud of matrons, are to be found two of the 
best-known liorses in the breeding bureau. These 
are Accountant, by Filigrane, dam of the famous 
mare Reckon, by imported Pizzaro, and Fashion 
Plate, by imported AVoolsthorpe. Accountant was 
Avinner of $160,600 in stakes and purses during his 
racing career, and is a superby individual, though 
he does not surpass in quality or bone his smaller 
stable mate. In fact. Fashion Plate is demonstrat- 
ing liis preiKitency in remarkable fasliion, all of his 
progeny being recognizable at a glance. Fashion 
I’late was a noted winner, taking, among other 
races, the Metropolitan Handicap. 

“Captain Str.vker, who is a simon pure enthusiast 
on tlie subject of horse breeding, has gained many 
friends for tlie tlioroiiglibred in the region of his 
home, and it is fortunate for the people near Derby 
that he established his stud in a territory wliere a 
good type of trotting mare could be liad. The 
standard-bred mare of the sort produced at the Vil- 
lage Farm of the late C. J. Hamlin at East Aurora 
formed an ideal mate for the sire of pure blood. 
Evidence of the efficacy of this blending will be 
found at Captain Stryker’s home stud or at the 
farm of Messrs. Green and Decker in the immediate 
vicinity, wliere separate tyiies of the lialf breed, il- 
lustrating this cross, may be found. 

“The fact that fairs, where special awards for 
weanling half breeds are offered, are held in both 
Livingston and Erie counties, with prize winners 
eligible to be shown for tlie Jockey Club’s big year- 
ling prizes each fall at the S.vracuse State Fair, has 
lieeii a stimulus to the farmers of these coiiuinini- 
ties. It has made them hr»>ed a better individual 
to a stallion, liest suited to mate for their mares, 
and it has also lieen a factor in care and feeding, 
the imiKirtance of whicli cannot be overestimated. 

“What m:iii.v regard, however, as a contributing 
infhienee to an enlarged iMiliey of horse breeding is 
tlie need fo* mor<‘ and lietter liorses for ann.v pnr- 
isises, and the expeetation of an increase in the 
iiiuxiiiium to be paid by tlie federal government for 
a tliree-year-old iu the autumn of its three-year- 
old form, wliicli now stands at $173. 

“Various federal authorities, including Dr. Mel- 
vin, the director of the bureau of animal industry. 
Chief of Staff Major General Hugh L. Scott and 
otlu'rs are on record as favoring this, and it is 
IkiuiiiI to come, 

“Mrs. Wadsworth is assistwl in her work by N. C. 
Sliiverick, formerly an arm.v officer, so that there is 
much harmony of view in tlie plans of wliicli slie is 
the inspiratiuu and tliose of Captain Stryker.” 



THE RETURN OF THE BLACK AND YELLOW. 

It is eight years since a Woodbine crowd had the 
oppiirtunity to cii«H>r a victor.v for Mr. S<‘agram in 
the King’s Plate, though for a long iierioil earlier 
the AVaterhsi liorses were annually the dominant 
figures ill the event which all Ontario tireeders are 
so anxious to capture. He was not daiintisl liy a 
long s|icll of ill fortune and never ceased his efforts 
to break the siiell. By all apiiearaius's his liour lias 
retunied. He had last season the best-looking lot 
of lioiiie youngste.-s that AA’aterloo could boiist of 
in many years. Five were named for the I’late 
this .Tear and though “the whole fleet” will not 
go to the iKist for this event it is iMissible that 
three may run, and equally possible that all three 
may tie in tlie money at the finish. This has never 
liapiMuicd in the histor.v of the Plate, though Hea- 
graiii horses have lieen first and second and first 
ami third on several <K*casions. That would lie a 
real “come-back.” The field is likel.v to lie a 

small one and the contention will Iiave to come 
from Old Pop and I.<ast Spark. Giddiiigs’ Armine, 
liHikcd on in the early stages as the dangerous one. 
lias not progn*ssed in her preparation in a way to 
satisfy her trainer and she may be sent for tiie 
mile and a sixteenth journey of the Maple Leaf 
Stakes, in wliicli she meets only her own sex, 
ratlier than tlie mile and a quarter of the Plate 
against all comers. — Francis Nelson in Toronto 
GIoIh*.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAT. 

• 

Genuine relief over the Mexican situation was 
evident in administration circles .yesterday. The 
principal cause was the assurance conveyed to 
President Wilson and bis cabinet Tuesday through 
Secretary Baker that the Carranza government now 
is convinced the United States has no intention 
of intervening In Mexican politics and that conse- 
quently resentment against the punitive expedition 
is decreasing rapidly. General Scott, chief of staff 
of the army, brought this word to Secretary Baker 
from his conference at El Paso with General Obre- 
gon, war minister for the Carranza government. 
Among the promises made by General Obregon, witli 
the approval of General Carranza, were these: Ten 
thousand selected Mexican troops are to patrol the 
territory atout Pnrral, the southernmost locality 
from which American troops are being withdrawn, 
and to search diligently for Villa or his bandits. 
A strong Mexican force was to try to capture the 
Glenn Springs and Boquillas raiders in the Big 
Bend district and to liberate Deemer, the American 
storekeeper carried off by the bandits. No Mexican 
troops were to be moved from Sonora state through 
Pulpit pass' to the rear of General Pershing’s 
<*olnmn. General Scott’s part of the informal pact 
did not include any promises of American troop 
withdrawal at a definite time. General Scott ex- 
pres.sed the opinion that General Carranza and Ills 
war minister have ordered speedy troop movements 
in an attempt to carry out their iilodges. 

Says a dispatch of yesterday from London: Throe 

hundred thousand German soldiers have been killed 
or put out of action at Verdun, the Paris corre- 
K|)oudent of the London Daily Chronicle reported. 
The German losses have been so severe, he said, 
as to preclude any idea of a German offensive 
against Riga, In which region German sea and 
laud forces are said to be concentrating. The tide 
lias definitely turned, and from west to east the 
long evaded destiny of the Germans is closing in 
ui>on them, the dispatch said. At no moment in 
the battle of Verdun liave they dared to bring 
thither any unit from before the British front. 
Other parts of the German front have been 
stripped of all superfluous strength, and the force 
in Russia is similarly crippled to feed this ad- 
venture. Since last September at least twenty - 
two divisions have been transferred from the east 
to the west front. There is thus left In Russia 
a mere curtain of German troops, while Bulgaria 
and Turkey are being left to shift for themselves. 
British troops have occupied the enemy’s forward 
line on the Vlrny Ridge on n front of 250 yards. 
Opposite Arcliy a patrol penetrated toward the 
German’s second line. 

From San Antonio, Texas, yesterday .a dispatch 
said: The rescue by the American soldiers of J. 

Deemer and the negro cook, Monroe Payne, car- 
ried off as prisoners b.v the bandits that raided 
Glenn Springs and Boquillas, was reported to Gen- 
eral Funston today. Their rescue alive was due 
to the refusal of the residents of the village where 
they had been left to carry out the orders of the 
bandits to kill them if the American troops at- 
tempted their rescue. The report came from Col- 
onel Frederick Sibley, who received his informa- 
tion from Major lAnghorne, now about 100 miles 
south of the border. A detachment of Major Lang- 
horne’s force found the Americans at El Pino, 
ninety miles south of Boquillas, early yesterday 
morning. The Amerieuns had been left there by 
their captors in charge of the residents. None but 
the unarmed inhabitants of the town was there 
wlien the American soldiers arrived, and no re- 
sistance was made. 

The probable loss of eight men from the United 
States cruiser San Francisco after the cruiser ran 
aground on Great Round slioal in Vineyard Sound 
early yesterday was reported by wireless to Boston. 
The San Francisco officially was reported afloat 
and only slightly damaged, in a message received 
at the Charleston navy yard at 10:40 o’clock yes- 
terday. She had anchored and was fog bound 
when the message was sent, it was said. An un- 
official message reported that the cruiser had 
worked Itself free of the shoals. A radiogram say- 
ing that a whaleboat, which was launched from 
the cruiser with -eight men, had been lost, was re- 
ceived at a shore station, which had no immediate 
means of obtaining direct information from the 
San Francisco. The battleship New Hampshire, 
the coast guard cutters Aciishnet and Gresham and 
the submarine tender Melville were ordered to the 
assistance of the vessel from various points on 
the coast. 

The Owen bill to amend the corrupt practice 
act was reported yesterday by the senate elections 
1‘ommittee with amendments increasing the aggre- 
gate disbursements permitted in presidential elec- 
tions from $250,000 for all political parties to 
$400,000 for • any party, and* restricting the total 
disbursement to $50,000 for any candidate for presi- 
dent and $25,000 for a candidate for vice-president. 
The bill puts a $5,000 limit on expenditures for a 
candidate for the senate and $2,500 on a candidate 
for the house. Individual responsibility would be 
placed on a candidate by a provision that no money 
shall lie disbursed by any committee except by 
his consent and knowledge. Another amendment 
would make the provisions of the bill apply to 
individual contributors us well as political com- 
mittees. 

Judge Charles M. Walker in the Criminal Court 
yesterday overruled a motion to qiiasli tlie indict- 
ment against Attorneys Charles E. Erbstein and 
Patrick II. O’Donnell and six others under indict- 
ment on charges of conspiracy to suborn perjury. 
Tlie Judge will give a similar ruling on tlie motion 
for seiiarate trials later in the day. The Judge’s 
dei-ision means that the attorneys must stand trial 
with a convicted detective sergeant now serving a 
sentence in tlie peniteiitiar.v and tliree alleged mem- 
liers of the “milUoii-dollar burglar trust. At- 
torneys Erbstein and O’Donnell were indicted for 
Kiihornation of iierjiiry in connection witli the tes- 
timony offered at the trial of former Capt. James 
O’Dea Storen. 

A searching investigation into the death of 
I-ieonard R. Dickerson, s«cretar3' of the Wilson- 
Jones Loose Leaf company, wliose body was found 
beside the tracks of the Chicago and Nortliwestern 
railroad near Kenosha, was begun yesterday by 
private detectives. Relatives believe Dickerson was 
hurled from the train. Ralph B. Wilson, an uncle, 
said he was convinced his nephew was tlirown from 
a train and that his death was not due to an acci- 
dent. Bickersoii, wlio lived at the Briggs liouse, 
went to Kenosha Monday to see tlie figlit and is re- 
IKirted to have had an argument with a ticket- 
taker. 

Jose Garcia Calderon, son of ex-President Cal- 
deron of Peru and a volunteer observation bal- 
loonist with the French army, was killed in a spec- 
tacular manner near tlie French lines. Calderon’s 
gas bag was eauglit in a violent storm and liroke 
liMise from its moorings. It tipp<‘d sideways and 
began rusliiiig along in the teeth of the gale. Cal- 
deron cut loose, but tlie sides of liis parueliiite were 
flattended by the wind and he was duslied to 
deatli. 

The American consul at 1.41 B<s-lielle, France, 
j'csterday reported to the state department that 
three American citizens were aboard the Canadian 
steamship Eretrla which was sunk on Friday, pre- 
sumably by a mine. A dispatch from Consul Gen- 
eral Skinner at London yesterda.v said that Llo.vd’s 
reports declared the steamer had been torpedis'd. 
Both dispatches apree that the crew was uninjured. 
The crew was picked up ami landed at Nanlez, 
Fra nee. 

Sir Roger Casement and Daniel J. Bailey were 
isoiimitted for trial yesterday for high treason. 
This decision was reai lied at the comdusioii of the 
preliminary hearing of these men on tlie charge of 
participation in the Irish rebellion, which has been 
in progress since Monday. Tlie date of tlie trial 
and tlie court before which it will be held have 
uot yet been unuoiuced. 



The American embassy at Ixmdon was informed 
yesterday that Luigi Martini Miineini. an American 
citizen, was drowned when the Dutch steamship 
Batuvier V. was blown up. Two other American 
citizens, who were on board the steamship, were 
saved. Mancini, a wireless exiiert, was from Ros- 
well, N. M. 

Italian first-line positions in several sectors have 
been captured by the Austrians after concentrated 
artillery preparations, it is announced in a war 
office report issued in Vienna. Tlie Austrians took 
more than 2..500 prisoners, seven cannon and eleven 
machine guns in these operations. 

A dispatch to Lloyds from Great Yarmouth says 
the Dutch steamer Batavler V.. of 1,500 tons, has 
been blown up in the North Sea. Four members 
of the crew were lost, and the remainder landed 
at Great Yarmouth. The Batavler V. was on her 
way from London to Rotterdam. 

Jesse Deemer, rancher and storekeeper, and Mon- 
roe Payne, negro captured by the Glenn Springs 
raiders, liave been rescued by American troops at 
a town in Mexico, ae<-ordlng to unconfirmed reports 
reaching Marathon, Texas, yesterday. 

It is reported that Austrian air raiders on Monday 
attempted to attack a train on wliieli were Quei-n 
Helena and the ehildrt'n of tlie royal hoiisi-hold. Tlie 
attack failed and the air raiders were put to flight 
by Italian airships.
